It is announced that, in order to en¬ 
courage investors to participate in the 
1918 Victory Loan, the Banks will lend 
subscribers, on the probable certainity 
of repayment within a year, up to 90 
per cent, of the amount oi the invest¬ 
ment in the Loan. The rate of interest' 
charged by the banks is 6 Vi per cent. 

This should have the effect of great¬ 
ly stimulating the flow oof money 
when the big drive starts. Many peo¬ 
ple who were anxious to do their bit 
towards supporting the boys at the 
front were unfortunately restricted as 
to the amount they had available for 
investment, having immediate or fut¬ 
ure obligations which called for their 
ready capital. It is such as these that 
the Banks are ready to help. On reas¬ 
onable security these intending inves¬ 
tors may receive the cash from the 
Bank at the same rate of interest the 
Dominion Government pays for the 
entire 1918 Victory Loan. They may 
reduce their obligations to the banks 
monthly or quarterly. 

The Banks will also accept small 
investments -for safe keeping without 
charge the interim securities and later 
the bonds themselves up to a reason¬ 
able amount, for the term of one year. 


Propose National Prohibition 
and Other Planks; Want 
Income Tax Kept 


Well-Known Lawyer Gives 
His Life For 
Freedom 


The figures of last year’s Victoiy 
Ix>an show that the district has no 
fear of being left behind when it 
comes to doing its proper share. The 
quota set was $460,000 and the amount 
raised was ^916,000, For the territory 
tributary to Vulcan the rum of $80,000 
was set and $201,000 was raised. 
Vulcan and inimcdiuic district alum- 
went higher than the quota for the cn-' 
tire district, raising $101 OoO. 

For this year’s Loan the quota of 
$700,000 has been ret. This is much 
!)igh< r than last year, and the crop is 
not nearly so good, hut if we could do 
$915,000 last year, there is hope that 
we can ra;sc the desired amount thi; 


Absolute freedom of discussion; no 
change in Canada’s relations to the

These were the main planks in the 
proposed platform of the United Far¬ 
mers of Ontario, tentatively agreed 
upon at a meeting held at the head¬ 
quarters of the organization. 

Planks previously adopted by the 
Canadian Council of Agriculture were 
re-aflirmed, including sweeping reduc¬ 
tions in customs, taxation and the sub¬ 
stitution of a direct tax on unimproved 
land values, a sharply graduated in¬ 
heritance tax on large estates and a 
graduated income tax on the profits of 
corporations with a special squeeze on 
watered stock. 

All these matters will however, 
come up for review at the national 
convention to be held in December

In this way the consumer will make 
sure whether he Is paying prices 
which are unreasonable and unfair or 
r.ot. 1.* may be that lhe prices which 
the co mmittee considers to be fair and 
reasonable will not be any lower than 
the present prices charged by retailers 
In some cases they may be higJir. But 
that need .not'bother the consumer so 
long as he Is satisfied through investi¬ 
gation of the impartial Fair Price’ 
Committee within his own municipal¬ 
ity that the pi ices published indicate 
a fair and reasonable rtanderd to 
guide both consumer and retailer, hav¬ 
ing in mind war conditions and the 
unsettling of pre-war prices. 

If there is a ! desire on the part of 
the consumers to find-out just where 
they Stand in regard to prices which 
they have to pay for foodstuffs, they 
now have a golden opportunity to have 
the matter dealt with once and for all 
under the provisions of the recent 
order-in-council, fathered by the De¬ 
partment of Labour, relative to the 
appointment of municipal Fair Price 
Committees.

The petitions, nevertheless, 
have been round a fair proportion of 
the proposed district, and are meeting 
with a welcome. People are glad lo 
avail themselves of the opportunity oi 
helping to place a hospital in a district 
where it is greatly needed. P 

There is one point about the matter, 
however, and that Is that there has 
never been a meeting of representa¬ 
tives from all the districts concerned. 
For the most part, the matter has been 
handled by people mostly from Vulcan. 
While they have taken upon them¬ 
selves the Initial work, and done it 
without a thought In the world of leav¬ 
ing others out In the cold, It would 
hare been wiser at the start to have 
called a fully representative meeting 
and had their Interest and cooperation. 
The pmmlsslon was purely an over¬ 
sight no doubt, but we would not say 
that some cooperation has not been 
withold from the project on that very 
account. It is not too late even now 
As-soon as the epidemic passes over li 
would bo wise to have a meeting rep¬ 
resenting all the governing bodies 
within tho proposed hospital area and 
so call them all Into active cooper¬ 
ation.

FOOD SITUATION 

FOR ALLIES 


Dr. Charles W. Robertson has rs- 
turned to Ottawa from Washington 
where he had eonferences with Mr. 
Hoover and members of the staff of 
the food administration regarding the 
food and feed -situation, and with Mr. 
Houston, secretary of agriculture, and 
officers of his department concerning 
a campaign for Increased production 
of crops for 1919, The food situation 
of the allies and their armies overseas 
maj be summed up chiefly as follows : 

For the present the food situation is 
a safe one for the allies until the next 
harvests are gathered. But there are 
no reservee of any appreciable quan¬ 
tity In sight to keep them safe during 
the following year In the event ot a 
comparative failure of crops or of light 
crops In the allied countries. The 
United States leaders have sized up 
the situation in that way and decided 
that It Is necessary to continue a 
thoroughly organized and energetic 
campaign, for Increased production of 
crops and for saving of food. The re¬ 
ports received Indicate a marked in¬ 
crease In the area sown to fall wheat 
—over 46,000,000 acres have been town 
The minimum price fixed for the wheat 
crop, of 1919 assures the farmers St 
least as much as the price for the crop 
of 1918. 

The Dominion, department of agri¬ 
culture and the Canada food board are 
planning to co-operate with all the 
provincial governments for a continua¬ 
tion of'the campaign throughout Can¬ 
ada on the lines adopted last spring 
and which have been found successful 
I in England and the States. The or- 
I ganizatlon of county bodies ot farmers 
In both these countries has not only 
resulted In bringing additional acres 
under crops, bat it has had also the 
effect of improving the methods of 
farming. In England the work of the 
county and parish committees is cred¬ 
ited with having advanced agriculture 
at a bound as far as 10 years of^ordln- 
ary peace tlmo progress would have 
carried It.

Details of Price and Payments are 
- Explained 

Five hundred million dollars is the 
amount required to be raised by the 
Canadian government to carry on Can¬ 
ada’s part in the prosecution of the 
war. The minimum amount which the 
minister of finance asks for is $300,- 
000,000. The larger amount will be 
raised if possible. , 

There are no 20-year bonds in this 
issue.

War bonus for Dominion civil ser¬ 
vants has been under consideration of 
the government, but so far no decision 
has been reached. An announcement 
is expected shortly. The civil servants 
are asking for a bonus of $360 a year. 

Five anarchists, convicted of cir¬ 
culating anti-government literature 
including pamphlets urging munition 
workers to go on strike have been sen¬ 
tenced at New York, three of them for 
20 years, the fourth, who turned states 
evidence, three years, and the fifth, a 
woman, for 16 years. 


TRAITORS TO THEIR COUNTRY 


According to Henry M. Knapp, the 
Salvation Army commissioner, who 
has just returned to New York from 
Russia where he has been from the 
outbreak of the war, it was upon in¬ 
formation given by the Czarina of 
Russia to Germany that made it pos¬ 
sible for the German submarines to 
sink the Hampshire upon which Loid 
Kitchener was a passenger, She had 
a private wire in her palace in Pctio- 
grad, over which she kept her assassin 
ffiend in Germany fully informed in 
regard to military plans of the Allies. 
She has snee died at the hands of the 
Bolsheviks, and there'\iTir‘be none to 
shed any tears over her death. She 
was an arch-traitress. The assertion 
is also made that Kerensky, the Rus¬ 
sian lawyer and politician, was also in 
the pay of the German government 
and, with Trotsky and Lenine, brought 
about the collaspe of Russia. If they 
got their, desserts thq three last named 
would be skinned alive. 


NATIONAL FISH DAY 

October 31st is National Fish Day. 
It is the new national day which for 
its benefits ought to be as well 
known as Thansgiving. The inten¬ 
tion is to make known the tremendous 
wealth of our Canadian seas and lakes, 
now largely going to watte because 
people’s tastes have run toward meat. 
At present the annual value of Canad¬ 
ian fisheries is $52,000,000 or only 
about one-eighth of a dollar a week 
for each person. Forty-three years 
ago it was $36,000,000. The fish in¬ 
dustry and fish consumption have not 
kept pace with the general progress 
of the country. A revival is long 
overdue. The average price of fish is 
about one-half that of meat, so that 
the housewife who insists upon gei- 
ing fish from her local dealer combats 
.he high cost of living. National Fish 
Day was established to give a right 
direction to the thought of the people 
respecting fish in- the ordinary home 
diet. Eat fish October 31st. ' 


NOT DECEIVED 

In a Liberty Loan advertisement j 
in a Uniteld States newspaper the 
German “peace drive” gets th consid- 
ration it deserves. “The Kaiser,” says 
th announcement, “doesn’t want peace;

about as follows : 

“IMPERIAL PROCLAMATION. 

“We, Wilhelm II, by the Grace of 
God, King of Prussia and German 
Emporer, wishing to get away with j 
the booty we have stolen from Bel- j 
gium, France, Russia, Italy, Serbia 
and Rumania, and 

“Wishing to escape punishment for 
.‘he crimes we have perpetrated cn the 
sea, on land and in the air, and, 

“Wishing to rorganize our armies' 
for new and more terrible attacks, 
upon the liberties of mankind 

“Do hereby proclaim to all the 
world we are ready to TALK peace— j 
but onlyrtA. talk, in oredr that the free i 
peoples’ of the world in alliance 
against us ntay be tricked into .-lack- 
ening their war efforts and quarrelling 
amongst themselves. 

“ Potsdam, Oct. 6, 1918. 

“WILLIAM, R. I.” 

United States opinion, says, the 
Manitoba Free Press, in quoting the 
above, so far as can be judged from 
the newspapers, and from published 
statements by leading citizens, is quite 
as resolute as is public opinion here, 
or in Great Britain or in France, that 
Germany shall not escape retribution 
by a “negotiated peace.” What the 
United States wants to see, undoubt¬ 
edly, is the cutting short of these dip¬ 
lomatic manoeuvres by a demand upon 
Germany for unconditional surrender. 

Th fears that were entertained at 
the middle of last week with regard to 
th Liberty Loan were apparently dis¬ 
sipated in the closing hours of the big 
campaign. The total subscription is 
not yet announced but it is believed 
that it has gone over the amount ask¬ 
ed for; Over 22,000,000 people sub¬ 
scribed, about one in five of the popu¬ 
lation. This is a wonderful showing 
and it will be with difficulty that Can¬ 
ada keeps up to it in the campaign 
which opened in this country this week
